       The first round of editing has begun.  It is a monumental task to review the 
contents of 45+ files.  In showing the work to non-library educators, the 
feedback has been positive and encouraging.  They are surprised that library 
media specialists have the resources and the willingness to be such strong 
teaching partners.  One former administrator who was lamenting that students 
aren’t taught ‘library-skills’ anymore was very enthusiastic when she saw that 
those skills were an important part of this resource.   
 The resource will be in an electronic format so that library media 
specialists can download the appropriate grade level resources they need.  An 
important feature is the ability of the document to allow the librarian to add 
local strategies, projects, and connections to technology.  It will be a Word 
document rather than pdf so that the customization can be done.  The resource 
will be posted on the library media section of the DOE web pages just prior to 
the November VEMA conference. 
   At the conference there will be several concurrent sessions to discuss 
how the resource can be used to develop high quality library programs.  There 
will be one for K-2 and 3-5, a 6-8 and a 9-12 session.  A session providing an 
overview of the project will also be conducted.

26% said that it doesn’t hurt 
anything to do it.

Respect for pluralism and diversity 
Transparent, with integrity and honesty 
Steward of the resources 
And a commitment to excellence and to maintain the public’s trust
